propose to establish an advircory board of nationally eminent consuls 
tants who would make a further oxamination of the Old Han and then 
report their findings as to tho adequacy of the work already done and

| It is clear that tho money appropriated by 
this joint rasolution ips for a very rostricted purpose, namely, grouting 
of fissuros on the mountain, If the legislature had intonded to authorize - 
repair work of a broador nature thoy could havo said 60 very easily and 
Consequently it appears that the money appropriated may be expended only 
in connection with grouting work, It 4s therefore our opinion that it 
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would be proper to pay the advirory board for their services in 

checking on the adequacy of the grouting which has already been done 

but that 4t would be beyond the ecope of the appropriation to pay them 
for going further than that and consequently they could not be paid for 
making a study and report with rerard to additional work which may appear 
to bo desirable for the purpose of preserving the Old Man,
